Archdiocese seeks to help child immigrants

The Archdiocese of Chicago wants federal 
approval to shelter a yet-to-be-determined 
share of thousands of unaccompanied chil- 
dren who’ve recently breached the country’s 
southern border, a request welcomed by fed- 
eral officials amidst a scramble to house the 
growing number of children arriving alone in 
the U.S. 

The local effort to sponsor temporary de- 
tention centers for child migrants is part of a 
national effort to find space for an unantici- 
pated and unprecedented surge of unaccom- 
panied children arriving from Latin America. 
But while the Catholic Church and local or- 
ganizations that serve the area’s migrants are 
preparing for a new influx of detained children, 
whether that will happen, and to what extent, 
is unclear. 

Officials with the National Immigrant Jus- 
tice Center say nine facilities in the Chicago 
area hold roughly 500 beds for migrant chil- 
dren caught along U.S. borders. 

Legal service providers say the children are 
sent to area shelters from across the country 
Visitors to the facilities described the shelters 
as sparse, repurposed buildings, generally lo- 
cated near residential areas and outfitted with 
dorm-like living quarters. The children can be 
held there for weeks before being released to 
family members or sponsors to await an immi- 
gration proceeding. The majority a justice cen- 
ter official said, leave the Chicago area once 
they’re released. 

Though church spokeswoman Colleen 
Dolan said Chicago’s archdiocese previously 
hasn’t housed detained migrant children, its 
clergy have actively lobbied for immigration 
reform and ministered to detainees awaiting 
deportation hearings. A spokeswoman for 
the local arm of Catholic Charities said teams 
from the Chicago area are preparing to travel 
to the border region to provide counseling and 
support, if needed. 

“The archdiocese is definitely reaching out 
and trying to be helpful,” Dolan said. “We are 


offering to assist the {government}, and we 
have applied to be an organization that they 
will use to work with the children.” 

An application to the U.S. Department of 
Health and Human Services is due in early Au- 
gust, she said. 

“We are pleased the Archdiocese of Chicago 
has offered to help minors in the Unaccompa- 
nied Alien Children program,” said Kenneth 
Wolfe, a spokesman for HHS’ Administration 
for Children and Families. A wide range of fa- 
cilities are being evaluated, Wolfe said, though 
only a few will be formally selected and pub- 
licly revealed. 


The government program for unaccompa- 
nied child migrants has seen a huge spike in 
the number of detainees. That means higher 
transportation costs, compensation for staff 
overtime and additional hiring, according to 
federal disclosure records. 

The unaccompanied child program initially 
expected needing roughly 5,000 beds to ac- 
commodate 25,000 children in various care 
programs during the 2014 fiscal year. The refu- 
gee resettlement office now believes homeland 
security officials will turn over 60,000 referrals 
this fiscal year. 

Roughly 1,300 unaccompanied juveniles 


were working through immigration court 
proceedings in Illinois as of June, according 
to a database maintained by the Transactional 
Records Access Clearinghouse organization at 
Syracuse University 

The archdiocese request and its related 
work is a moral and religious imperative, said 
Elena Segura, director of the archdiocese’s 
Office for Immigrant Affairs and Immigrant 
Education. 

“How could you not?” Segura said. “They’re 
our brothers and sisters. Any human being is 
our brother and sister, and if they’re suffering, 
they have priority We are compelled.”

The U.S. Attorney’s Office in Chica- 
go said Wednesday that 19 assorted fire- 
arms— many of them stolen from gun 
owners in central Ohio— were seized 
during the course of the investigation. 

According to the charges, the al- 
leged ring leader, Aubrey Burks, 22, of 
Harvey, conspired with five others to 
distribute heroin and crack cocaine in 
Marion, Ohio, located about 50 miles 
north of Columbus, between January 
and April. After accepting firearms 
from their drug customers as payment, 
the defendants stored the guns at resi- 
dences in Harvey 

Another defendant, Anthony ‘Ant”

license. Galvan sold six firearms to an 
undercover police officer in a vehicle 
parked in front of his residence in Har- 
vey during five transactions in January 
and February, the charges alleged.

West Englewood on Monday logged its sixth 
homicide of the month and nth homicide of 
the year, according to a RedEye analysis of 
preliminary police data. 

On Monday, a 56 -year-old man was shot to 
death in the 1500 block of West 72nd Street, 
police said. 

West Englewood leads community areas 
in homicides this month and has posted the 
fourth highest homicide toll of 2014, behind 
Austin, Chicago Lawn and West Garfield 
Park, as of Wednesday afternoon, RedEye de- 
termined. 

West Englewood logged 21 homicides last 
year, up from 20 killings in 2012, RedEye 
found. 

Citywide, gunshot homicides were record- 
ed in the past week in Austin, Chicago Lawn, 
Hermosa and Rogers Park, according to po- 


lice information. 

Twenty-six homicides have been logged so 
far this month. Fifty- three homicides were re- 
corded in July 2013, RedEye determined.

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CTA: No plans to restore 
Lincoln Avenue bus service

The CTA doesn’t plan to restore Lincoln Av- 
enue bus service that was cut amid controversy 
in 2012 despite a North Side alderman’s push to 
have service reinstated. 

“We have no plans to change our previous 
crowding reduction initiatives,” CTA presi- 
dent Forrest Claypool said Wednesday follow- 
ing the CTA board’s monthly meeting. 

Aid. Ameya Pawar (47th) said his office is 
surveying constituents to measure the No. 11 
cut’s impact on residents and area businesses. 
Pawar said his office is gathering anecdotes to 
present to the CTA. 

The CTA board in 2012 voted to cut a por- 
tion of the Lincoln Avenue bus, between the 
Western and Fullerton Brown Line stops, as 
part of an initiative to make buses and trains 
less crowded during rush hour. Besides the 
No. 11, about a dozen partial or full routes also 
were cut. 

As part of that same initiative, the CTA 
added service to 48 bus routes and nearly all 
rail routes. 

At a CTA hearing before the board vote, 
more than a hundred North Siders rallied 
against cutting the No. 11. Some said the bus 
service cut would affect how they get around 
their neighborhood. The CTA said riders can 
take the Brown Line instead. 

Pawar said the cut negatively impacted se- 
nior citizens who used the bus to get to the 
library and doctors appointments. 

“For a lot of people, this {bus} is a critical 
lifeline,” Pawar said. 

Pawar said he doesn’t feel No. 11 bus is re- 
dundant service to the Brown Line because the 


train doesn’t run along Lincoln Avenue. 

He pointed to a controversial proposal to 
create express bus service along Ashland Av- 
enue as an example of redundancy because the 
express and local buses would both operate on 
Ashland. 

The CTA has proposed creating bus rapid 
transit on Ashland between Irving Park Road 
and 95th Street. The route, which would fea- 
ture traffic signal priority for buses and bus- 
only lanes, would stop every half mile at major 
intersections. 

The CTA said it also would continue to run 
the local No. 9 -Ashland bus to pickup custom- 
ers in between the express bus stops. 

Pawar, whose ward covers Ashland Avenue 
between Addison Street and Irving Park Road, 
said he will not support the Ashland bus rapid 
transit plan because of inconsistencies in what 
the CTA considers redundant service. 

Pawar previously had announced support 
for the $160 million plan, which has not re- 
ceived funding. 

“That is totally inconsistent. ... Redundancy 
on Ashland is a good thing, but redundancy on 
Lincoln is a bad thing?” Pawar questioned. 

» Cecil Balmond, an international artist 
known for designing innovative structures, 
will create artwork for the Wilson stop, 
which is slated to undergo a $203 million 
renovation this year, the CTA board decided 
Wednesday The board awarded a contract 
for up to $204,000, paid for with funds from 
the Federal Transit Administration.

Philippines typhoon kills 10 


A typhoon killed at least io people as it 
churned across the Philippines and shut 
down the capital, cutting power and prompt- 
ing the evacuation of more than 400,000 
residents, rescue officials said. 

The eye of Typhoon Rammasun, the stron- 
gest storm to hit the country this year, passed 
south of Manila after cutting a path across 
the main island of Luzon, toppling trees and 
power lines and causing electrocutions and 


widespread blackouts. 

By Wednesday evening, the storm was eas- 
ing in the capital, and markets and public 
offices were due to reopen Thursday Some 
schools were to remain closed. 

The number of evacuated residents had 
reached 409,000, Wilma Cabrera, the Social 
Welfare Assistant Secretary told Reuters. 

Officials said 460,000 had been affected by 
the storm.

Judge: California death penalty unconstitutional 

D California’s system for imposing and carrying out the death pen- 
alty is so long and drawn-out that it amounts to cruel and unusual 
punishment and so is unconstitutional, a federal judge ruled Wednesday. 

Ruling in the case of Ernest Dewayne Jones, who was condemned to 
death in 1995 and has yet to be executed, Judge Cormac J. Carney of the 
U.S. District Court for Central California said that to take “nearly a gen- 
eration” to decide on Jones’ appeals was unconstitutional. 

As part of the ruling, Carney vacated the death penalty sentence in 
Jones’ case. 


Nurse refuses to 
force-feed detainees 
at Guantanamo Bay 

A U.S. military nurse at 
the detention center 
in Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, 
has declined to participate in 
the force-feeding of inmates 
on hunger strikes, becom- 
ing the first conscientious 
objector to the practice there, 
U.S. officials said Wednesday. 
Prisoners at the Guantanamo 
Bay naval base have engaged 
in hunger strikes for years. In 
June, a Syrian prisoner at the 
military prison said in a court 
petition that his force-feed- 
ings amounted to torture and 
asked a judge to order his jail- 
ers to make them “civilized.” 


Texas actress 
sentenced for 
ricin-laced letters 

D A Texas actress was sen- 
tenced to 18 years in a 
federal prison Wednesday on 
a biological weapons charge 
for mailing letters contain- 
ing the toxic agent ricin to 
President Obama, former 
New York Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg and a gun control 
advocate. Shannon Guess 
Richardson, 36, whose career 
included minor TV roles in 
shows such as “The Walking 
Dead,” also will be subject 
to five years of supervised 
release and restitution of 
$367,000. “I never intended to 
hurt anyone,” she said. 


Researchers 
to investigate 
mysterious hole 

Researchers are to 
investigate a mysteri- 
ous hole that has appeared in 
one of Russia’s most isolated 
northernmost regions, state 
television reported. It was 
unclear what had caused the 
gaping crater, about 328 feet 
in diameter, filmed from the 
air in Yamal, which means 
“the end of the Earth” in the 
local Nenets language, where 
temperatures plummet to -58 
degrees Fahrenheit and the 
sun barely rises in winter. An 
expedition to collect soil and 
water samples from the site 
was planned for Thursday. 
Yamal is one of Russia’s rich- 
est regions in natural gas. 
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Ex-ruler Noriega sues 
video game company 

D Former dictator Manuel 
Noriega may be serving 
time in a Panamanian prison 
for the killing of political oppo- 
nents, but that doesn’t mean he 
likes being portrayed in a video 
game as a murderer. 

Noriega, 80, has filed a law- 
suit against video game pub- 
lisher Activision Blizzard, saying 
the company is using his image 
in its wildly popular “Call of 
Duty: Black Ops II” game with- 
out his permission, in an effort 
to “increase the popularity and 
revenue” from the title. 

The lawsuit was filed Tuesday 
in Los Angeles Superior Court.

G roup cocktails are a summer no- 

brainer. A friend unexpectedly drops 
by the bar, your co-worker brings a new 
summer fling along and suddenly your 
three-person meet-up becomes a mini-par- 
ty Chicago bars have taken note and want 
to fuel your communal cocktailing with a 
season’s worth of large-format drinks, from 
pitchers to punch bowls to, yes, canteens. 
Bartenders have injected contemporary 
style to make an old concept— remember 
your parents’ ’70s punch bowls?— feel 
contemporary Trendy ingredients, bright 
colors and novel presentations turn these 
table centerpieces into real showstoppers. 
Get those cameras and glasses ready 
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Large-format 
rooftop cocktails 
at Celeste 

111 W. Hubbard St. 312-828-9000 
River North’s Celeste generated quite a 
bit of opening buzz this spring for both its 
intricate decor and its extensive cocktail 
menu. We’re eagerly anticipating the late 
July opening of the bar’s rooftop, which 
promises to be an English garden-style 
oasis complete with plenty of greenery, 
white sofas and vintage mirrors and ac- 
cents. Take in some sunshine while shar- 
ing group cocktails such as the Kubu Gan 
Gillian Punch, made with pisco, orange 
curacao, lemon juice, pineapple shrub (a 
type of vinegar-based mixer), Szechuan 
peppercorns and bitters served over one 
huge ice cube. Our choice would be the 
bar’s variation on a Pimm’s Cup called 
Wimbledon Punch, which perfectly com- 
plements the English garden vibe. 




D Summer Patio Pitchers 
at Cicchetti 

671 N. St. Clair St. 312-642-1800 
How do we love the five flavors of shareable 
cocktails at this Italian stunner in Streeterville? 
Let us count the ways. First, those elegant (but 
still easy to pour) pitchers show off the drinks’ 
fresh fruit and herbs. Second, the drinks are 
available both by the pitcher ($26-$38) and 
by the individual glass ($7-$14) for cocktail 
commitment-phobes. Third, with bases ranging 
from Aperol to gin to vodka to red wine to beer, 
there’s a pitcher for nearly any drinker’s taste. 
Keep it simple with the Murano (blueberry 
vodka, housemade lemonade and ginger beer), 
or switch up your sangria routine with the 
Stiletto, made with brachetto d’acqui red wine 
and sweet vermouth. As a bonus, Cicchetti’s 
100-seat patio framed by orange umbrellas 
and ferns feels deceptively far from the down- 
town traffic.

Sure, you could go the bottle-service route at 
this rooftop lounge atop the Godfrey Hotel in 
River North, but that’s not the only way to party 
with a group. Look for seven cocktail pitchers

mojito, white sangria and vodka-lemonade 
punch, some of which feature fancy touches 
such as a habanero-and-salt foam topping the 
Don Julio margarita pitcher. Each serves ap- 
proximately four people. 



D Porron cocktails at Avec 

615 W. Randolph St. 312-377-2002 
In Spain, a porron instantly signifies a party. 

Pros can drink wine or cider from these pitch- 
ers without spilling a drop, even from an arm’s 
length away. While you may not want to test 
those skills at Avec, they won’t discourage you 
from giving the pitcher a sip straight from its 
sprout. Each of the three varieties of porron 
cocktails serves two to three people with fla- 
vors including Peche Sangria (vinho verde wine 
and peach; $19), Tinto de Verano (red wine 
and blood orange soda; $17) and Sidewalker 
(Revolution Brewing Fist City ale, Campari and 
verjus, which is a wine made from the pressed 
skin of unripened grapes; $16). 



OK, it’s not quite roughing it when you’re loung- 
ing on the restaurant’s lush 150-seat patio, but 
it does feel closer to nature than you’d expect 
from its location at the busy intersection of 
Grand, Milwaukee and Halsted. Gather a group 
around the outdoor fireplace and order the 
camp-inspired canteens ($45) filled with your 
choice of two punches, both of which serve 
three to five people. Fans of tequila will want to 
try the Number One, which combines bianco 
tequila with red aperitif wine, passionfruit 
green tea, pineapple juice, citrus and bitters. 
The Number Two is a complex and fruity mix of 
Bols Genever gin, Jamaican rum, black tea, 
hibiscus, lime juice and Thai bitters. 

D Cease and Desist 

pitchers at CH Distillery

After you and your friends have 
finished gawking at the gorgeous 
stills where this West Loop distill- 
ery makes its vodka, gin and other 
spirits, you’re going to 
be thirsty. A pitcher of 
Cease and Desist cock- 
tails ($45)-made with 
lapsang souchong 
tea-infused gin, gin- 
ger, honey and lemon 
juice-serves six, and 
each glass comes with 
its own ice sphere. 

Why the large ice 
shape? It melts less 
quickly, keeping the 
water from diluting 
your drink, which is 
pretty important if 
you’ve grabbed a spot 
on the bar’s sidewalk 
patio. 


Punch for one? Punch for two to three? Punch 
for eight? The new seafood-centric River North 
restaurant can accommodate groups of all 
sizes with individual glasses ($12), half bowls 
($40) and full bowls ($70), best enjoyed on a 
warm evening near the retractable windows 
adjacent to the bar area. Choices range from a 
classic Fish House Punch (rum, brandy, peach 
liqueur, lemon and blood orange juices, bitters, 
club soda) to a tropical Pisco Punch (pisco, pas- 
sionfruit rum, pineapple and lime juice, ginger 
beer, bitters) to the fruity Anti-toxic8ing Punch 
(hibiscus tea-infused acai spirit, cherry liqueur, 
berries, lemon juice, sparkling rose). Consider 
the size of your punch bowl wisely, or happy 
hour with co-workers could last until nighttime.

Who says a woman can’t be the God of Thun- 
der? 

In October, a new, female Thor will rise to 
replace the Odinson that Marvel readers have 
known since “Journey Into Mystery” No. 83 in 
1962, the company announced Tuesday morn- 
ing on ABC’s “The View” talk show 

It’s a major shake-up of a Marvel bedrock 
character, and the company is hammering 
home that the change is no gimmick. 

“This is not She-Thor,” said Jason Aaron, 
who will write the new series, in a statement. 
“This is not Lady Thor. This is not Thorita. 
This is Thor. This is the Thor of the Marvel 
Universe. But it’s unlike any Thor we’ve ever 
seen before.” 

And the one-word title bears that out: 
“Thor.” Aaron, writer of the current, ac- 
claimed “Thor: God of Thunder,” will be 
joined by artist Russell Dauterman (“Cy- 
clops,” “Supurbia”) in the new series, which 
finds the present Thor unable to wield the 
mystic hammer Mjolnir, which can grant any 
who hold it— provided they are worthy— the 
power of the thunder god. 

“The inscription on Thor’s hammer reads, 
‘Whosoever holds this hammer, if he be wor- 
thy shall possess the power of Thor.’ Well, 
it’s time to update that inscription,” Marvel 
editor Wil Moss said in a statement. ‘And this 
new Thor isn’t a temporary female substi- 
tute— she’s now the one and only Thor, and 


she is worthy!” 

Thor will join the swelling ranks of head- 
lining heroines at Marvel: “Captain Marvel” 
(starring former Ms. Marvel Carol Danvers 
and written by Kelly Sue DeConnick) has in- 
spired a fervent following known as the Carol 
Corps. A new G. Willow Wilson-written 
“Ms. Marvel,” featuring Pakistani American 
and Muslim teenager Kamala Khan, has im- 
pressed readers and critics. And recent ongo- 
ing series of “She-Hulk,” “Black Widow” and 
more have marked the company’s outreach to 
have even more women and girls join the tra- 
ditionally largely male ranks of its readership. 

But this may be the most thunderous ar- 
rival of a female-led Marvel title yet. 

It is not the first time someone other than 
the outgoing Thor has held the hammer: His 
vast power (strength, weather and electric 
control, flight, opening interdimensional 
portals and more) has been granted at times 
to the alien Beta Ray Bill and human Eric 
Masterson, who became known as the hero 
Thunder strike. 

Marvel’s familiar Thor was introduced in 
1960s stories as having been banished from 
Asgard by that realm’s leader, his father, Odin, 
as punishment for his arrogance. He lived on 
Earth under the guise of Dr. Donald Blake 
for years before being allowed to revert to his 
older form— and even then led a double life 
for years. (And, as comics go, later Dr. Blake 
became his own being, separate from Thor.)

Maddie & Tae call out 
party bro country trend

Teenage singer/songwriters Maddie Mar- 
low and Tae Dye are taking down party bro 
country music cliches with “Girl in a Country 
Song,” a deliciously snarky tune that’s getting 
the new Nashville duo a lot of buzz. 

The song, written by the duo with co- 
writer Aaron Scherz, asks a simple question 
in the catchy chorus: “Being the girl in a 
country song, how in the world did it go so 
wrong?” They check off the tropes, one by 
one: “Well, I wish I had some shoes on my 
two bare feet/And it’s getting kinda cold in 
these painted-on cut-off jeans/I hate the way 
this bikini top chafes/Do I really have to wear 
it all day?” Then, they tie it all together with a 
shot aimed at singers including Jason Aldean, 
Luke Bryan, Blake Shelton, Chris Young and 
Thomas Rhett. “We used to get a little re- 
spect, now we’re lucky if we even get/To climb 
up in the truck, keep our mouth shut and ride 
along/And be the girl in the country song.” 

Gauntlet thrown down! Maddie, 19, and 
Tae, 18, talked about the song and country 
music. 

Who initially came up with the idea? 

Tae Dye: Maddie was like, “Oh my gosh, it 
would suck to be the girl in these songs.” So 
what we did was make a checklist of [themes in 
the songs]: tan legs, girls, tailgates, trucks. And 
we just ran with it. 

Maddie Marlow: It’s so fun because we love all 
the artists that we’re poking fun at. ... You never 
get to hear what the girl has to say and how 
she feels about shaking her moneymaker. It’s 
like, “We cannot live up to those expectations.” 
So we wanted to write a song from a different 
perspective to say, “Hey, boys, it’s hard being 
the girl in these songs.” 

So many of your lyrics reference specific 
songs, like a “tan legged Juliet" [Jason 
Aldean’s “My Kinda Party"] and “shaking 
that moneymaker" [Thomas Rhett’s “Get 
Me Some of That"]. Did you also have a 
checklist of songs you wanted to call out? 

TD: No, there weren’t really specific songs. 

Like, for the “driving us red red red red red red 
redneck crazy” part [a nod to Blake Shelton’s 
“Boys Round Here” and Tyler Farr’s “Redneck 
Crazy”], a lot of the things that we referenced 
are from some of our favorite songs on country 
radio. We respect all the guys we’re poking fun 
at, we’re just giving the woman a voice in these 
songs. 

The song is obviously all in good fun, but it 
also seems like there’s a genuine sense of 



frustration. As in, “Thanks guys, but we’re 
more than just bikinis and cut-offs." 

MM: It was definitely written in good fun, we 
had a blast writing it. It’s more supposed to be 
tongue-in-cheek, fun type of song. But you’re 
right, you know, we want these guys to know 
that we have more to offer than just looking 
good. We have more to put on the table. 

What was your co-writer Aaron Scherz’s 
reaction to the whole thing? 

MM: Aaron loved the idea. Because he’s got 
a four-year-old daughter and he was saying, 

“I don’t want my four-year-old thinking she’s 
gotta wear cut-off jeans and have tan legs.” 

Have you heard from any of the artists you 
called out? [Besides singer Chase Rice, who 
apparently somewhat missed the point 
when he tweeted, “I love this new 
@MaddieandTae song. Somethin sexy bout 
a little [bleep] talkin. Keep it up girls." 

MM: We haven’t heard from anybody else yet, 
but we’re hoping that everyone totally digs 
the song and has fun. We’re hoping they take it 
lightheartedly. 

Besides debuting with this very strong 
statement, what’s the most important 
thing you want people to know about your 
music? 

TD: Maddie and I both really want to people to 
know this is genuine. 

MM: We put our heart into all of our songs 
that we write, and it comes from a very honest 
place. So we’re hoping people can connect 
with that.

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Seth MacFarlane 
sued over ‘Ted’

The creators of a comedy Web series featuring 
a vulgar, hard-drinking teddy bear are suing 
co-writer and director Seth MacFarlane, the 
production company and the studio among 
others involved in the 2012 blockbuster movie 
“Ted” for creating an “unlawful copy” of their 
character. 

The foul-mouthed teddy bear character 
featured in an online Web series “Charlie the 
Abusive Teddy Bear” beginning in 2009 has a 
“penchant for drinking, smoking, prostitutes 
and is a generally vulgar yet humorous char- 
acter,” according to a suit filed this week by 
Bengal Mangle Productions in U.S. District 
Court in Los Angeles. 

MacFarlane ’s hit R-rated comedy “Ted” also 
has at its center a sentient teddy bear who 
drinks, abuses drugs and womanizes. 

“Charlie and Ted have displayed consistent, 
widely identifiable traits that make this vul- 
gar teddy bear especially distinctive,” the suit 
claims. “Charlie and Ted each have a substan- 


tially similar persona, verbal tone, verbal de- 
livery dialogue and attitude.” 

A spokesman for Universal Pictures, the 
studio that released the film, would not com- 
ment on the suit. 

The suit claims the two characters are simi- 
lar enough to constitute a violation of Bengal 
Mangle Productions’ copyright. 

“Both Charlie and Ted reside in a substan- 
tially similar environment, including that 
both Charlie and Ted spend a significant 
amount of time sitting on a living room couch 
with a beer and/or cigarette in hand,” the suit 
says. 

“Charlie the Abusive Teddy Bear” still is 
available online on TbuTube and Funny or 
Die. Most of the videos have received only a 
few thousand views so far; some of them are 
nearing 10,000 views. 

“Ted” grossed $549 million worldwide and 
a sequel is set for a 2015 release. Seth MacFar- 
lane said Wednesday on Twitter that he’s been 
hard at work on it.
